GETS PARDON 


Governor's Act Recalls Burning 


of Akron's City Hal). 


Plan to Submit Liquor 


Bill to Vote of People 


Columbus, O.. May 7.—Upon recom- 


mendation of the state board of ad- 
ministration and former Warden T. 
H. B. .Tones. Governor Cox pardoned 
Louis Peck, colored, sent to the peni- 
tentiary from Summit county in Au- 
gust, 1900. to serve a iife sentence for 
as sank. 


The crime of which Peck was con- 


victed caused a riot in Akron which 
resulted in two persons being killed 
and IS wounded, the burning down of 
the city haM and city prison build- 
ings, two saloons, a hall and severa1 
Dusiness blocks. 


The riot was caused by a mob that 


tried to get possession of Peck to 
lynch him. Before the city prison and 
city haii wire set on Sre, an attempt 
•was made to blow ap both buildings, 
first by djnamite and next by ezpiod- 
ing barrels of brandy stolen from sa- 
loons raided and sec on 0re by the 
mob. 
The local officials frustrated the 


efforts or t'.:e mob to get possession of 
Peck by spiriting him away to Cleve- 
land, •aher- he was placed in the city 
prison, before the attack was made 
on the j-rison and city hall. Peck was 
allowed to plead guilty and accept a 
life sentence while the mob was clam- 
oring om$i-1e of the courtroom for his 
life. 
TUi«! procedure was carried out 


so that he could be taken to the peni- 
tentiary without delay. This action re- 
sulted IK tne saving of his life. 


The Fourth regiment, under com- 


mand of Colonel Joseph Potter, was 
hurried to Akron to repulse the riot- 
ers when th" first signs of trouble de- 
velop«-d. They restored order in a few 
days 


Judgo R. M. XVanainaker of the su- 


preme coiirt was prosecuting attorney 
of Summit county when the riot oc- 
curred, and hf had charge of the Peck 
case. HP conducted a vigorous cam- 
paign againsi the rioters sending five 
to the penitentiary, some 30 to the 
workhouse a dozen or more to the 
cosintj 
jail, besides having scores 


fined heavilj for the part they took in 
the genera] lawlessness. 


The state pardon board a number 


of ume= rejected the appeal of Peck 
for a pa^ae-a. Governor Harmon also 
refused ;o j.ardon him. 


FV>rm»r Warden Jones and the mem- 


bers of t?!*> si ate board of administra- 
tion are of -he opinion that there >s 
jn-av«> do;:tt? as to Peck's gnilt, and 
because of -bo fact that he was given 
little onport'inity :o establish his inno- 
<-<vnce. fhc> urged that he be set free. 
Peck's aMom«»js d-eriare that ae was 
railroaded :o cae penitentiary.

"While the authorities decline to dis- 
cuss the case, it is understood that 
the package reached San Francisco 
last week in care of an express com- 
pany, and there all trace of it was 
lost- Since the package WES intrusted 
to the express company, it is held re- 
sponsible for the loss. The company 
has called on the government, how- 
ever, to locate the package for it.
